The  past  year  has  been  eventful  and  prosperous  in  The 
Avon  Home.  Our  appeal  for  a  new  Home  has  been  most 
generously  answered,  and  our  house  is  so  nearly  completed 
that  we  hope  to  have  our  Thanksgiving  dinner  within  its 
walls,  and  to  find  it  not  only  finished  but  furnished  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  This  is  a  great  hope  to  express  without 
having  it  all  assured ;  but  those  of  us  who  have  seen  the 
small  beginnings  and  the  increasing  prosperity  from  year 
to  year  can  once  more  reiterate  the  prophecy,  “  It  is  the 
Lord’s  work,  and  it  will  prosper.” 

We  refer  those  interested  to  our  Treasurer’s  report,  that 
they  may  know  that  the  funds  given  in  trust  to  us  have 
been  used  wisely,  and  with  strict  regard  to  economy. 

It  would  not  come  within  the  compass  of  our  report  to 
describe  accurately  the  comforts  and  conveniences  of  the 
new  house,  but  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  it  meets  the 
needs  so  long  felt  by  the  Trustees,  and  that  it  will  give 
comfort,  light,  air,  and  ample  healthful  surroundings  to 
forty  children.  We  earnestly  beg  our  friends  to  examine 
it  for  themselves. 

In  the  details  of  the  internal  management  of  the  Home 
we  could  almost  exactly  copy  the  last  year’s  record,  so 
little  ,d°es  it  vary  from  year  to  year. 
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We  have  received,  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time,  eighteen 
children  in  addition  to  those  remaining  from  last  year ; 
and  we  have  now  our  full  number,  twenty-seven  children, 
most  of  them  of  tender  age. 

Fifteen  children  have  left  us,  —  the  greater  part  of  them 
gone  to  relatives  and  friends ;  two  taken  for  adoption  into 
good  families,  as  we  hope.  We  fear  that  some  of  them 
have  returned  to  want  and  neglect;  but  we  could  not  keep 
them  if  demanded  by  their  parents,  and  we  can  comfort 
ourselves  with  the  thought  that  some  little  seed  of  love  of 
right  and  of  order  and  cleanliness  may  have  taken  root 
while  they  were  with  us. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  generally  good. 
One  little  infant  who  came  to  us  much  diseased  died  after 
a  short  time.  One  little  girl  was  sent  to  the  Cambridge 
Hospital,  by  the  advice  of  our  attending  physician,  and 
there  died,  after  a  short  illness,  of  meningitis.  At  one 
time  we  feared  the  health  of  our  excellent  matron  would 
break  down  under  her  heavy  cares,  but  we  are  glad  to 
know  that  she  is  well  again,  and  ready  to  assume  the 
added  responsibilities. 

The  new  Assistant  Matron  begins  her  work  well,  and 
promises  to  be  a  worthy  successor  to  the  conscientious 
woman  who  has  filled  the  place  for  the  last  two  years,  and 
who  left  us  for  much  needed  rest. 

Our  physicians  have  given  their  time  and  thought  and 
skill  unsparingly,  and  we  owe  them  a  large  debt  of 
gratitude. 

To  the  Clubs,  the  various  Societies,  to  the  members  of 
the  “  Foxcroft  Memorial,”  we  tender  our  heartfelt  thanks. 
They  have  given  us  great  help  in  clothing  our  children. 
Miss  Manson’s  beautiful  kindergarten  again  invited  the 
children  to  a  Christmas-tree,  and  Mr.  Hall’s  Sunday-school 
gave  them  a  charming  entertainment.  The  reception  at 
the  Home  on  May-day  was  successful,  and  wakened  an 
interest  in  many  people  by  whom  we  have  been  remem- 
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bered  most  kindly.  Our  neighbor,  Mr.  Mandell,  has  this 
year,  as  in  past  years,  offered  his  carriage  for  the  use  of 
matrons  and  children  when  they  were  ill  or  weary. 

We  are  sorry  to  leave  a  neighborhood  where  we  have 
received  so  much  kindness,  but  we  hope  we  may  still  be 
remembered  when  we  have  removed  to  the  banks  of  the 
Charles  River. 

Miss  Murdock  has  again,  for  the  third  time,  given  our 
children  the  delight  and  comfort  of  her  summer  home  in 
Fairhaven.  All  were  welcomed,  matrons,  children,  and 
their  attendants  ;  and  all  had  the  pleasure  of  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  of  the  sea,  the  boats,  the  fine  air,  and  the  sym¬ 
pathy  and  kindness  of  the  Fairhaven  people,  who  welcomed 
them  to  their  Sunday-school,  and  in  connection  with  it, 
invited  them  to  a  charming  picnic  as  honored  guests.  They 
also  enjoyed  a  party  given  by  the  parents  of  a  little  Balti¬ 
more  boy,  in  honor  of  his  fifth  birthday,  where  games  and 
songs,  ice-cream,  fruit,  and  candy  contributed  to  their 
pleasure  ;  and  the  little  boy  who  was  the  hero  of  the  occa¬ 
sion  will  remember  the  joy  he  gave  as  well  as  that  he 
received  from  the  frolic.  The  travelling  expenses  of  the 
journey  were  all  paid  by  the  various  departments  of  the 
roads.  The  Old  Colony  Railroad,  through  its  President, 
Mr.  Choate,  gave  the  use  of  a  car.  Mr.  Bancroft’s  express 
took  care  of  the  trunks  and  boxes  free  of  expense  ;  and 
the  proprietors  of  the  Cambridge  barges,  Colby  &  Co., 
befriended  us,  as  Mr.  Tufts  has  often  done  before,  by 
transporting  the  whole  party  to  and  from  the  station  in 
Boston. 

We  have  had  two  gifts  from  out  of  town,  which  were 
very  pdthetic.  .  A  lady  in  Waterville,  Maine,  has  sent  us 
the  clothes,  books,  and  toys  of  the  little  daughter  who  has 
died,  and  who  had,  in  visits  to  Cambridge,  become  inter¬ 
ested  in  our  Home;  and  we  have  also  received  a  valuable 
box  of  the  same  kind  from  a  gentleman  in  Worcester,  who 
has  lost  both  wife  and  daughter.  To  all  these  friends  we 
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give  our  thanks  for  their  sympathy  as  well  as  for  their 
valuable  gifts. 

There  is  one  problem  which  still  remains  unsolved. 
Many  of  the  sad  cases  which  are  brought  to  our  notice 
are  due  to  the  improvidence  and  intemperance  of  the 
fathers  of  families.  We  do  not  wish  to  offer  a  premium 
to  such  unprincipled  men,  and  yet  what  else  can  we  do  but 
to  take  their  duties  upon  ourselves  where  we  see  the  poor 
mothers  and  innocent  little  children  thus  deserted  ? 

We  would  not  only  rejoice  in  our  material  prosperity, 
but  also  in  the  good  reports  we  have  of  the  well-being  and 
well-doing  of  the  children  for  whom  we  have  found  homes. 
One  of  our  Trustees  —  our  Vice-President  —  has  visited 
eight  of  our  children, where  we  have  placed  them  either  for 
adoption  or  for  home  training  as  members  of  the  family. 
In  every  place  the  child  or  children  were  doing  well ;  and 
in  one  family  a  girl,  who  had  been  for  several  years  one 
of  its  members,  was  to  be  sent  to  a  normal  school  this 
autumn. 

We  have  only  to  contrast  the  present  healthful,  sheltered 
condition  of  these  young  people  with  the  possibilities  of  a 
neglected,  exposed  childhood,  to  feel  sure  that  the  Home 
is  doing  a  good  work. 

And  now  that  our  hopes  are  fulfilled,  our  house  finished, 
and  we  can  welcome  into  our  care  forty  children  instead  of 
twenty-five,  may  we  hope  that  our  friends  will  continue 
their  sympathy,  help  us  bear  the  added  expense,  and  leave 
us  free  from  the  unavoidable  debt  upon  the  house,  by  the 
end  of  another  year?  So  may  we  thank  God  for  the  past, 
and  take  fresh  courage  for  the  future.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES  OF  THE  AVON  HOME, 

CAMBRIDGE. 


I.  In  admitting  destitute  children  to  the  Home,  preference  shall  be 
given  in  the  following  order  :  First ,  to  orphans  and  foundlings  ;  Second. , 
to  those  whose  parents  or  guardians  surrender  them  to  the  Trustees 
for  the  purpose  of  adoption  or  during  their  minority;  and  Third ,  to 
those  not  so  surrendered. 

Boys  over  seven  and  girls  over  twelve  years  of  age  shall  not  be 
admitted  to  the  Home  ;  and  if  practicable,  boys  over  nine  and  girls 
over  thirteen  shall  not  remain  at  the  Home. 

Any  child  admitted  to  the  Home  temporarily,  without  the  parent  or 
guardian  giving  up  the  child  to  the  Trustees,  in  writing,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  adoption  or  during  its  minority,  shall  be  admitted  for  a  definite 
time  only  ;  and  at  the  end  of  that  time,  if  the  same  reasons  continue 
to  exist,  the  Trustees  may  readmit  the  child  for  a  further  definite  time, 
unless  the  child  is  removed  or  given  up  as  above  stated;  provided 
that,  before  such  second  admission,  the  parent  or  guardian  shall  sign 
a  paper  giving  up  the  child  to  the  Trustees  for  adoption,  unless  it  be 
removed  within  six  months  after  the  end  of  the  time  for  which  it  is 
readmitted. 

II.  Except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  no  child  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  Home  without  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  two  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Admission,  or,  should  they  be  out  of  the  city,  of  any 
three  Trustees,  and  a  certificate  of  examination  from  the  Visiting 
Physician. 

The  action  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Trustees  for  approval  at  their  next  regular  meeting,  accompanied  by  a 
brief  statement  of  the  circumstances. 

IV.  No  child  shall  be  allowed,  except  in  an  emergency,  to  be  out  of 
the  Home  after  7  p.m.,  without  a  special  written  permit  from  one  of 
the  Admission  Committee  with  consent  of  the  Matron  previously 
obtained. 

V.  All  the  children  shall  attend  the  same  Protestant  Church  and 
Sunday-school,  unless  specially  excused  by  vote  of  the  Trustees. 

VII.  The  parents  and  relatives  of  the  children  shall  be  admitted  to 
the  Home  on  Sundays  and  Thursdays  only ,  from  3  to  5  p.m.,  and  at 
no  other  times,  except  by  a  special  written  permit  from  one  of  the 
Trustees. 

The  nursery  and  playroom  only  shall  be  open  to  the  parents  and 
relatives  of  the  children  except  in  cases  of  sickness. 

Others  interested  in  the  Home  will  be  welcome  at  any  time.
